The 1 weekly meeting of the St. 
Louis Medical Society was held last night, in 
Polytechnic building, Dr. F. G. Porter pre- 
sided, and there were about thirty members 
present. ; 

Dr, montgomery read an essay On a diseace 
of the brain and spine, known as cerebro- 
spinal meningitis. In the abaence of minute 

escriptions 1t was not known whether it had 
been epidemic in the old world in past c n- 
turies. It was epidemic in this county, 
cu arly in the New England States, from 1806 
to 1816. It was limited to certain localities and 
neighborhoods, without their being able to 
account for such predeliction. 

Although it often appeared among the 
dwellers of filthy and mud streets, soldiers“ 
camps and jails, yet the residents of salubri- 
ous lucalities were not exempt from it. 
Speedy prostration was one of its prominent 
symptems. The functional disorder is always 
evident and well marked. Sometimes it was 
ushered by no premonitory symptoms what- 
ever. He had known several cases. which 
terminated fatally within thirty-six hours. 
The patient had pains in the head, neck and 
extremities, great weakness and apathy.
